Senator Hale of' Maine, and Repre- 
sentative Britten of Illinois, at a 
closed conference yesterday in the 
senate naval committee rooms. 
' It was decided that since congress 
is charged by the constitution with 
providing adequate national defense, 
the high naval authorities should 
be summoned for questioning as to 
the needs of the navy, particularly 
With reference to building up to the 
London treaty limits. 
Despite the action ^f the present 


In seeking to keep down construction 
expenditures, the chairman of the 
-two naval committees agreed to sup- 
port the resolution of the American 
Legion favoring construction under 
the treaty, which expires in 1936. In 
the verbal agreement, it was plan- 
ned that the construction program 
should terminate at the expiration 
pf the treaty. 
•' 
One stipulation was, however, that 


the naval general 'board and the 
i-ankins admirals in the navy de- 
partment must approve the program 
before any definite drive,would be 
made to secure passage 'of the meas- 
ures at the coming session. 
' 
Proposed Program 


' A tentative outline of the propos- 
ed legislation calls for the construc- 
tion under the treaty of the remain- 
ing tonnage in aircraft carriers; 73,- 
000 tons in small gun cruisers with 
or without flying decks; and a com- 
plete replacement of the destroyer 
force of 150,000 tons, or about 100 
destroyers 
within the 
next 
five 


years. 
Under the disarmament treaty, the 


United States is allowed 135,000 tons 
in aircraft carriers. The navy has 
one of 13,800 tons under construc- 
tion, and plans to dispose of the 11,- 
500 ton experimental ^carrier Lang-, 
ley With the Saratoga, and Lexing- 
ton, each of 33*000 ^.tons, four- -of 
about 14,000 tons can be construct- 
ed at a cost of $25,000,000 each. 


, , Under the London 
treaty 
the 


United States is allowed 143,500 tons 
in light cruisers carrying six-inch 
guns. It has ten such craft totaling 
70,500 tons, leaving 73,000 tons to bo 
.constructed.- The proposed measure 
is to provide that If the new war- 
'ships are to have flying decks, sev- 
en of ten thousand tons each may be 
"built, Otherwise ten of 
7,000 tons 


each may be constructed. The cost 
of these vesels, depending upon the 
type was estimated between ?15,000,- 
000 each. 


Over Age Limit 
While the allotment in destroyer 


tonnage Is 150,000, all but 77,000 
comes over the age limit next year, 
the year after all but 17,000 tons, 
and in three years all will be obso- 
lescent. 
It was estimated that 100 destroy- 


ers of 1,500 tons each would be re- 
quired to replace this tonnage. It's 
costs about $4,500,000 to construct a 
ship of this type. 
Both Senator Hale and Represen- 


tative Britten have voiced opposi- 
tion to the chief executive's .move to 
curtail construction. The former is 
•expected to amplify soon his state- 
ment made in Portland, Maine, that 
Mr. Hoover "disregarded the man- 
date of congress." 


On the other hand, Chairman Bor- 


ah of the senate foreign relations 
committee and a leader in the He- 
publican progressive movement, be- 
lieves President Hoover "could have 
gone much farther in the way of 
reducing these (naval) expenditures." 


Borah previously suggested a five- 


year naval holiday. 


In the meantime, Secretary Adams 


conferred today with his naval chiefs 
in an effort to find methods by which 
Mr. Hoover's demand for a ?61,000,- 
000 reduction in expenditures be met 
The navy's budget estimate for the 
next fiscal year amount to $401,- 
000,000, anrl Mr. Hoover desires It be 
reduced to $340,000,000.

AS MALES, STATE 


BULLETIN ASSERTS 


Failure to Take Part in Ma-, 


.jor 
Athletics No Sign ofj 


Weakness, Claim 
j 


• Madison—Failure of women 
to 


participate in strenuous major ath- 
letics is no indication that they are 
less healthful than m«n. For many 
years colleges and health authori- 
ties have been attempting to decide 
-whether men or women as a class 
were the more healthful. 


"It is an open question whether 


women in general are in poorer 
health than men," declares the ath- 
letic health bulletin issued by the 
State Medical Society of Wisconsin 
today. "The exclusive participation 
of men in major athletics will not 
solve the problem, because a rela- 
tively few men enter the sport. 


"If, however, we accept for argu- 


ment that they are less healthy, is 
one 01 the contributing factors the 
strenuous athletic program indulged 
in by some men, and, by many peo- 
ple, considered too heavy for *x>- 
men? It is scarcely likely that such 
is true. In the first place, we have 
no means of determining whether 
or- not the usual competitive sports 
ordinarily deemed strenuous 
are 


beneficial to health. It is probable 
that too small a proportion of men, 
even in colleges and universities, en- 
gage in such sports to make definite 
conclusions possible. Then, too, the 
comparatively small -number of in- 
dividuals in major athletics usually 
constitutes a 
superior 
physical 


group whose health rating, barring 
injury and contagion, is high. 


"Almost everyone will admit that 


many underpar individuals can be 
greatly benefitted by exercise and 
sport carefully prescribed for their 
particular needs. The value of ex- 
ercise, especially of the recreative 
type, 
cannot 
be underestimated; 


neither can the harmful effect of 
''too strenuous competition in cer- 


tain sports for some individuals be 
uiider-emphasized. In the past two 
decades, particularly, we find many 
women engaging in the most stren- 
uous type of competitive athletics 
with just as much safety, appar- 
ently, as their brothers. True, the 
proportionate number of women do- 
ing this is less than the number of 
men, 
but if we believe the press it 


is increasing rapidly. 
-"It seems impossible to make def- 
inite comparisons between the health 
of men" and women in general in 
relation to their participation in ath- 
letics, for one reason because so 
many of-both sexes engage in sunt 
lar sports. 
Most physicians anc 


physical educators believe that girls 
should be permitted to indulge in 
-whatever sports and activities, no 
matter -how stremious, suit their 
lancy if their physical state -war 
rants. It is generally recommended 
also,.that they continue with their 
usual activities."

Disinfecting A Well 


I have heard that 
cai-bolic acid 


purifies water. I would like to know 
how rmich to put in a well 25 feet 
deep. Tho water has been tested and 
found to be pure, but it has an iron 
taste. . . . 


Answer—I know of no convenient 


way to remove .iron or iron 
taste 


from well water. To disinfect a well 
of average capacity, say 3,000 gal- 
lons, this method is most practical: 
first dissolve half a potinfl of fresh 
chlorinated lime in a gallon of wa- 
ter. After this5 ftns 'settled, add one 
ounce of the clear chlorinated lime 
soTutlon to the water in the 
well 


each evening Cort perhaps a week, or 
.until, a state ^of dhlorin becomes no- 
ticeable In the water next morning. 
-Such disinfection of well water "is 
not permanent In effect \t the source 
of pollution remains unchecked. Re- 
peat the disinfection process in t\vo 
or three \veekr:.

Act Congress May Or- 


der Restrictions

the 


governors of the New York Stock 
exchange see the, handwriting on the 
wall and prohibit "short selling" of 
their own initiative, the biggest fi- 
nancial and security market in the 
world may come under the control 
of a government agency, 
perhaps 


the Federal Trade commission. 


Sentiment is rapidly crystallizing 


among Republicans and Democrats 
Jn favor of legislation to prevent the 
psychological adversities that seem 
to accompany trading in sscurities 
both in times of bull and bear mar- 
kets. 


Legislative "Washington sees little 


difference between 
the pools and 


groups who send the market sky- 
rocketing in days of speculative fev- 
er and those who raid the exchanges 
with rumors of all kinds anj force 
securities down below their actual 
worth or values in terms of assets 
and earnings. 


Congress is Inherently opposed to 


speculation. 
The Federal Reserve 


board's warning against speculation 
early in 1929 would have been fol- 
lowed by drastic legislation had the 
board not intervened and urged that 
the financial communities be permit- 
ted to work out their own salvation. 


Averted Restrictions 


At the same time that the board 


was being criticized for not minding 
its own business, the self-same board 
was saving finance 
and business 


from drastic restrictions. 


But "with the statement of so con- 


servative a leader as Senator James 
"Watson of Indiana, majority chief- 
tain, that a resolution investigating 
the stock exchange -was sure to be 
passed and that legislation prohibit- 
ing "short selling" was in the offing 
there need be 
no doubt how the 


Erookharts and the Norrises and the 
other insurgents will feel about it. 
Also, when they get through with 
such legislation It •will not be the

Mr. Watson will

As a matter of fact, the con- 
servative group would prefer to see 
the New York Stock exchange clean 
house and govern itself rather than 
leave the question for congressional 
action. 


Congress is not likely to be con- 


tent with a. broad rule prohibiting 
short selding in certain emergencies 
but is expected to follow the trend of 
recent years in vesting discretionary 
powers in some of the independent 
commissions. 


The Federal Trade commission has 


made a specialty of trade practice 
rules and is the most likely place for 
the enforcement of the legislation to 
be centralized if any new laws are 
passed. It has a staff of economists 
and investigators who have shown 
their aptitude for digging into com- 
plicated financial transactions in the 
public utility inqury now going on. 


The administration is not likely to 


recommend any legislation but it is 
a foregone conclusion that congress 
will take the initiative unless the 
stock exchanges themselves apply 
the brakes.

Be sur« you have allowed enough 


time in your hands a* well a» your 
face. Hold them up to your cheeks 
and notice if the color and the tex- 
ture of the skin is very different. 
Your hands sh'ould be just an soft as 
your cheeks, and just as white, or 
pink and white, as your complexion. 
Because they are constantly coming 
in contact with dirt, you must take 
better care of them than you do of 
your complexion. 


Wash your hands often so that 


the dirt doesn't have time to sink in- 
to toe pores, but be sure that you 
dry them thoroughly. A good grease, 
less cream or a hand lotion should 
be rubbed into them after each wash- 
ing. Be sure and push the cuticle 
back from around your nails as you 
use the towel. 
Wear gloves as much as possible. 


If you clean and cream your hands 
before you go to bed and then wear 
cotton or chamois gloves all night, 
you'll be surprised how much softer 
and whiter they will be in a few 
weeks. Be sure the gloves you wear 
at night are very loose and that the 
gloves you wear on the street are 
not tight. Tight gloves do not tend 
to make your hands smaller; on the 
contrary, they interfere with the cir- 
culation and make your fingers look 
red and swollen. 


Use a good bleaching cream once 


or twice a week. There are several 
home treatments which are excel- 
lent for bleaching. Lemon juice is al- 
•ways good for your hands. If they 
are thin, rub them with olive oil 
before putting on your gloves. for 
the night. Camphorated oil is both a 
bleach and\a skin food.

"Hopi methods of manufacture

The men 
are the weavers, the moccasin ma- 
kers, and the jewelers; the -women 
are the potters and the basket ma- 
kers. 
While the villages of the 


three mesas have certain arts in 
common, each mesa specializes on a 
distinct type of work. The manu- 
facture of heavy undecorated house- 
hold property has been, until re- 
cently, common to all the villages, 
so also the art of textile weaving. 
But basketry is localized in a most 
peculiar way. This art is practiced 
on two mesas only. The women of 
the second mesa make a heavy coil 
basket of yucca fibre, with filled 
core, unlike any other basket made 
in the world. A few miles to the 
west, on Third mesa, Oraibi and its 
related towns, make an entirely 
different type of woven basket. 


The Navajo has evolved a type of 


blanket or rug. unexcelled for its 
beauty and durability. The weaving 
is all done by the women on looms 
set up in "the open, and formerly a 
great variety of weaves were in use.

President Hoover addresses the N. 
A. B. convention at its opening ses- 
sion on Oct. 26. Although the conven- 
tion will be in Detroit, the president 


', will address it from "Washington by

carried to the convention hall from 
the White House by special land 
wire and simultaneously

broadcast over nationwide networks 
ot the National Broadcasting Co. and 
Columbia Broadcasting system.

SPURS MAKING OF 


ALCOHOL IN CHILE 


N a t i v e Wines of South 


America May Be Put to 
Operating Automobiles 


Santiago, Chile — OP) — Native 


wines, sal* to be among the best in 
South, America, as 
well as other 


forma of beverages) may be turned 
into alcohol hereafter. 


A new law, passed by congress, 


provides for a percentage of alcohol 
in motor fuel. 


The measure was designed to as- 


sist the native alcohol Industry, but 
indications are that many makers 
of fine wines will, turn their excess 
product into alcohol that can be sold 
for motor fuel "cuttings." 


There was much opposition to the 


bill, engineers essertingr 
that the 


combination fuel -would never work 
properly. 


"When alcohol is put Into auto- 


mobiles, then watch the machines 
go on a spree," said one expert. 


No tests were made before hand, 


and this, say engineers, makes a 
gasoline ."cut" with alcohol bound 
to fail in some regions. Chile has 
all kinds of climates 
and condi- 


tions, from the tropics In the north 
to the Antarctic 'in the south, with 
deserts, valleys, plains and moun 
tains in between. 


The law provides from one to 25 


per cent alcohol In itll motor fuel, 
but gasoline 
company 
executives 


anticipate the amount will not ex- 
ceed three per cent at first. 


The president has a year In which 


to put the law Into effect.
